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TIME  DRIFTS  ON 


As  you  turn  the  pages  of  this,  the  twenty-seventh  volume  of  the  Drift,  little 
do  you  realize  just  what  has  been  its  origin  and  development  through  the  years. 
Would  it  interest  you  to  know  that  the  first  annual  ever  to  he  published  by  T.T. 
M.S.  students  appeared  in  May,  KM,},  at  which  time  the  enrollment  of  our  dear 
old  Alma  Mater  totaled  two  hundred  and  fifty?  Much  credit  for  the  launching 
of  this  first  volume  was  due  A.  Hunter  White.  The  first  Drift  staff  was  com- 
posed of  seven  members,  headed  by  Editor-in-Chief  Frances  Powell.  Most  of 
the  first  editors-in-chief  were  girls.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  staff  of  '13,  the 
present  name  For  the  yearbook  was  suggested  by  Miss  Edith  Lowry  (now  Mrs. 
Victor  Miehr  of  Tulsa.  Oklahoma).  Throughout  the  years,  a  ship  has  been 
symbolic  of  our  annual.  As  time  passes  on,  the  ship,  carrying  the  graduates  of 
T.T.H.S.,  drifts  farther  and  farther  away  from  the  Starting  place,  leaving  be- 
hind many  pleasant  memories.  The  aim  of  the  Drift  may  be  best  explained  by 
quoting  from  the  uju-'i^  edition.  Quoting  from  that  first  foreword  of  that  first 
annual  —  "We  have  published  this,  our  first  annual,  in  the  hope  of  promoting  the 
sympathy  and  good  fellowship  among  those  in  school  and  those  who  have  taken 
their  appointed  places  in  the  outside  world.  With  this  intent  we  greet  you;  ami 
may  our  venture  be  pleasing  to  you." 

The  various  editions  of  the  yearbook  have  been  dedicated  to  prominent  citi- 
zens of  our  community,  school  benefactors,  and  deserving  faculty  members.  The 
[918  issue  was  most  appropriately  dedicated  to  the  boys  over  there — "to  the  boys 
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who,  with  courage  strong  and  hearts  loyal,  are  representing  Taylorville  Town- 
ship High  School  in  the  service  of  our  country  for  the  cause  of  democracy." 

The  Drift  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a  publication  of  the  Senior  class,  with 
the  underclassmen  serving  for  the  purpose  of  learning  to  co-operate  and  gaining 
from  their  services  experience  to  enable  them  to  put  out  an  annual  which  upholds 
the  reputation  of  the  current  one. 


At  present  the  Centennial  is  uppermost  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  present 
and  former  Taylorville  residents.  Since  the  founding  of  Taylorville  in  1839,  edu- 
cation has  found  its  place  in  the  lives  of  the  people  of  this  community.  The  popu- 
lation grew  and  increased  with  each  year,  until  the  education  of  the  younger 
generation  came  to  be  of  utmost  importance — for  it  would  be  necessary  that  they 
be  educated  to  carry  on  when  the  time  came.  Finally  in  1890,  by  a  vote  of  the 
people,  the  construction  of  a  high  school  was  decided  upon.  The  increases  in 
enrollment  each  year  made  additional  changes  necessary.  In  time  came  the  pro- 
posal of  a  plan  for  a  second  high  school  in  Taylorville,  and  Major  T.  W.  Van- 
deveer  announced  an  outright  gift  of  $100,000  toward  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
structure.  In  September,  1937,  the  old  building  was  abandoned  for  the  new  struc- 
ture.    Another  step  in  the  progress  of  education  in  Taylorville ! 

Leafing  through  old  copies  of  the  Drift  reveals  much  of  the  history  and  de- 
velopment of  Taylorville.  Each  Drift  might  well  be  compared  to  a  single  install- 
ment of  a  sensational  continued  story  entitled,  "What  Price,  Progress  ?" — packed 
with  reminiscences  and  pleasant  memories  from  beginning  to  end.  Each  copy — 
from  the  first,  worn  and  yellow,  to  the  last,  new  and  streamlined — marks  a  mile- 
stone in  the  development  of  education  and  the  growth  of  a  promising  city. 

As  time  "Drifts"  on — Taylorville — we  salute  you  !

It  is  very  unusual  for  only  two 
hands  to  he  eligible   for  the  state  contest. 

Parents,  teachers,  and  friends  remained  at  the  railroad  to  see  the  enthusiastic 
hand  depart  for  better  or  lor  worse.  Their  presence  proved  that  the  townspeople 
arc  thoroughly  interested  in  musical  talent  and  ambition.  That,  in  turn,  encour- 
ages the  hand  to  Strive  to  put   forth  the  best  effort  into  the  contests. 

As  there  was  no  national  band  contest  this  year,  much  attention  was  centered 
on  the  soloists  and  the  brass  quartet.  <  )ur  final  activity  for  the  year  was  playing 
for  the  May  Fete.  This  is  an  annual  event  and  closes  the  list  of  engagements  for 
the  hand.

Things  change  when  a  suspicious 
character,  who  had  paid  the  old  caretaker  well  for  permission  to  seclude  himself 
there,  overhears  the  kidnap  plot  and  decides  to  take  a  hand  and  gain  the  money 
for  himself.  He  proceeds  to  force  the  three  upstairs  at  the  point  of  a  gun.  The 
old  caretaker  then  learns  from  the  housekeeper  that  the  heir  to  the  old  mansion  is 
expected  to  arrive.  Thorne,  a  writer  of  mysteries,  arrives  with  his  valet  for  se- 
clusion. His  peace  and  quiet  is  disturbed  when  three  girls  come  up  from  the 
Pearson  yacht  for  a  picnic  on  the  point.  Thorne,  attracted  to  the  sister  of  the 
kidnapped  girl,  invites  them  to  remain  as  his  guests.  The  whole  party  learns  that 
Dolda  has  been  kidnapped  when  the  father  comes  up  from  the  yacht  to  plant  the 
ransom  as  per  orders.  The  rest  of  the  play  affords  humor,  excitement,  and  ro- 
mance a-plenty.  It  ends  well  with  Edgar's  turning  primitive  and  bringing  the 
captor  to  justice. 

As  the  curtain  fell  on  the  final  act,  the  would-be  actors  and  actresses  sighed 
with  relief  and  the  audience  departed,  feeling  that  their  time  and  money  had  been 
well  spent.
